The  author  tells  us  that 
pedology  is  the  science  dealing  with  the  natural  laws  governing  the  origin, 
formation,  and  geographic  distribution  of  the  soil  as  a  distinct  body  in  na- 
ture.   The  book  is  divided  into  two  parts— a  discussion  of  soil  as  a  natural 
body  and  a  discussion  of  soil  as  a  medium  of  plant  growth.

The  original  book,  published"  in  1863 7 "is  the  Immediate  and  direct  parent  of 
all  later  works  on  plant  ecology,    ^he  book  is  mentioned  in  all  extensive 
bibliographies  but  is  rarely  found  in  libraries.     Consequently,  Dr.  Conard 
felt  that  it  should  be  translated  and  made  more  widely  available.     It  should 
be  of  special  interest  to  foresters  and  ecologists,  though  any  one  who  loves 
trees  will  find  it  entertaining.

The  author  feels  that  vrLth  an  under- 
standing of  basic  horticultural  principles,  a  person  can  solve  for  himself 
many  problems  that  arise.     Such  principles  are  presented  in  chapters  on  plant 
classification,  structure,  and  growth;     temperature  relations  of  plants;  the 
limiting  factors  of  water,  light,  and  plant  nutrients;  growth  and  fruitful- 
ness;  flower-bud  differentiation  and  flowering  habits;  training  horticultural 
plants;  pruning;  propagation;  hormones  and  growth  regulators;  the  culture  of 
annuals,  biennials,  and  perennials;  plant  pests  and  diseases.

Tho  first  chapter  summarizes  briefly  the  princi- 
pal professional  developments  to  date.    Chapterstwo  through  eight  give  in  moro 
detail  the  development  of  several  of  the  important  phases  of  forestry.  Chap- 
ters nine  through  nineteen  trace  the  growth  of  the  several  important  agencies 
and  activities  that  have  advanced  professional  forestry.
